RENO’S PROGRESS. 


THE SOUND OF THE HAMMER 
EVERYWHERE. 


Old Mesidents Realizing Their’ 


‘Sangnine Expectations of the 
Town—Several CUostiy Build. 
ings Being Constructed — An 
Idea of Some of Them — The 
Sale of Kesidence Lots Re: 
ported Lively. 

By many of a sanguine and far- 
seeing turn of mind it was predicted 
last Fall that Reno would experi- 
ence this Spring a decided enliven- 
ing, if not a “booww,’’ in general 
business and real estate values. 
“There is everything,’’ said oue, 
“to warrant an advance. The Ne- 
vada and California railroad will 
shortly be extended on north a 
probable distance of 100 miles and 
open out a country rich in, lumber 
and in agricultural, grazing aud 
mineral resources, that must neces- 
sarily draw on Reno to a great ex- 
tent for its supplies. Our immense 
water-powers are attracting the at- 
tention of capitalists, and a dozen 
or more mauufactories and mills 
will bedriving a lively trade along 
the Truckee close to towno within 
two years. The acreage of wild 
lands hereabouts being placed un- 
der cultivation is coustantly iao- 
creasing, and there is pot a better 
feeding and shippiug point on the 
coast for cattlemen tban right here. 
Our climate is the healthiest in 


the world, and is especially so for 
those suffering from bronvhbial aud 
lung troubles. The educational 
faculties are excellent, and are in- 
ducing many having interests else- 
waere in the State to bring their 
families here to reside.’’ 

‘These and many similar expres- 
sions were heard from men well 
knowu for their shrewd business 
sagacity and foresight. That they 
were correct is evident from the 
sound of the hammer to be heard 
to-day in every part of the town. 
The improvement bas by no means 
assumed the proportions of a 
“boom,’’ and perbaps it is well it 
has not. Itisofa healthy charac- 
ter and promises to continue during 
the Summer and into Fall, 

Among the many beautiful resi- 
dences being constructed is oue by 
W. O. H. Martian. I[t is on Mill 
street. As yet only the foundation, 
which is of stone ani cement, has 
been laid. It will be two stories in 
hight, and will contain a double 
parlor 16x45 feet, a capacious sitting 
room, dining-room, six bed-rooma, 
kitchen, bath-room,closets and pan- 
tries, and furnished with all the 
modern improvements. The house 
will have six bay windows—four in 
front and two on the side—three of 
which will be on the first floor and 
three on the second. The mantel- 
pieces will be of onyx, and iron 
cresting will beautify the exterior 
of the ayer y M. J. Curtis is the 
architect and builder. He estimates 
the cost of it, when completed, at 
about $10,000. 

G. E. Holesworth, architect and 
builder,has charge of the haudsome 
residence being’ constructed on the 
corner of Second ard Stevenson 
streets, Powning’s addition, by W. 
D. Phillips, the Central Pacific and 
Virginia aod Truckee Ticket Agent. 
The foundation hud been laid, and 
the framework is now being put 
up. Its architectural style will be 
Queen Anue a id Eastlake, and two 
stories in hight. When completed 
it will contain nine rocms, besides 
yantry,closets in all the bed-rooms, 

ath-room and water-closet. On 
the first floor large folding-doors 
can be opened, and the twu pariors 
and a capacious bed-room thrown 
into one. Iron cresting of beautiful 
design will surround the balconies 
and tower. The tower will arise from 
the main vestibule a distance of 40 
feet, affording a fine view of the 
town and surrounding country. On 
the first floor, at the southeast or 
parlor corner of the building, will 
be a circular bay window. Mr. 
Holesworth estimates the probable 
cost of the structure at $4,000. 

The attractive and capacious res- 
idence of Mr. A. Benson on Sierra 
street, between Third and Fourth, 
will soon be ready for the  wentning 
It is undoubtedly one of the largest, 
if not the largest, house in Reno, 
being two stories in hight and con- 
taining 15 rooms, besides pautries, 


closets and two bath-rooms. It is 
Queen Aune in style, and will have 
all the modern improvements. Two 
large bay windows will adorn it,one 
on the front and one on the side. A 
large tower arises 40 feet from the 
ground floor that affords a maynuifi- 
cent view of the entire town and 
neighooring country. The huuse 
has a double parlor, library and a 
billiard room, Mr, Holesworth,the 
supervising architect, estimates its 
cost, when completed, at $5,000. 
Mrs. Julia D. Lee, widow of the 
late L. W. Lee, is constructing on 
the corner of West and Fourth 
streets an Eastlake house of goodly 
dimensions. The foundation, ou 
which work has been commenced, 
will be four feet high and of stone 
cement and brick.

I[t has ten 
capacious rooms, besides a conserv- 
atory, large pantry, bath-room, 
closets, aud on the second floor a 
wash-room with hot and cold water. 
The foundation, which is of stone 
and cement, is 33x46 feet, and the 
basement, 20x30 feet, will be di- 
vided into two compartments, one 
to be used as a lauudry, which will 
have an entrance both from the 
kitchen and back yard, and the 
other asacellar. The house is two 
stories high, basa tower that affords 
a fine view of the town and valley, 
two bay windows on the front, aud 
will be artistically decorated with 
wood-work and iron cresting. He 
estimates its cost at $4,200. 

Frauk Payne has aout com- 
pleted for A. O. Portera neat one- 
story coitage inthe Western addi- 
tion, of the Eastlake style. The 
bouse is adorned with a bvuy win- 
dow, and contains five large rooms, 
besides closets, bath-room aod paa- 
tries, and is also provided with a 
good cellar. H t and cold water 
are ia the kitchen and bath-room., 
Phe house is built ou a stone aad 
cement founodatiun. 

Residences are by no means the 
only class of buildings being con- 
structed. Wm, Thompson,as man- 
ager of the Lake estate, is building 
(on day’s pay) a two-story brick bus- 
iness house on Virgivia street ad- 
joining the First National Bank, 
that is 22x70 feet in the clear. The 
brick walls and a vault 6x8 feet in 
the rear are Deing constructed. Mr. 
fhompsou saysitis bighly proba- 
ble that he wiil commence shortly 
the construction uf a similar build- 
ing immediately adjoining,in which 
Case a capacious hall and stairway 
leading to the second stories of the 
structures will be placed betweeu 
thetwo. The front portions of the 
buildings upstairs will be divided 
off into offices; the rear portion iuto 
a lodge-room. The buildiog now 
under way is tc bave ano iron front, 
with large windows flush with 
the sidewaik, and the double door 
suuk a couple of feet. It is ofa 
new style of architecture, among 
the novelties being the roof,which, 
instead of being cone-shaped, 
pitches toward the center. [he 
first floor will be occupied as a 
postofiice. 

The Depot Hotel annex will soon 
be ready for the plasterers. It is 
32x33 feet in size and two and a 
half stories high. The first floor 
will serve as a baggage-room for the 
Central Pacific and Virginia and 
Truckee roads, a bittery room for 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, andasampleroom. The sec- 
ond floor will be divided off into six 
bed-rooms, and the top or half floor 
into two bed-rooms. The structure 
has a substantial stone foundation, 
and, when completed, will couform 
in design aud beauty with the 
main hotel. 

The Advent Church on Fifth 
street, beyond West, has been plas- 
t_ red and painted, and will soon be 
ready for its furniture. It is a 
bandsome structure, being 25 by 40 
feet, and having a tall belfrey. 

M. J. Curtis, the architect, has 
drawn plans for a new passenger 
depot forthe Nevada and Califor- 
nia Railroad Company. In case 
they are accepted the building will 
be constructed immediately east of 
the present oflice and face north- 
west. In size it will be 20x30 feet 
aud two stories high. The first 
floor will be divided off into a ticket 
office, waiting-room and baggage- 
room; the second floor into three 
large offices. The building will be 
Kastlake in design, and have a 
to ver or cupola. 

George W. Mapes, who owns the 
two-story brick building on Sierra 
street faciog the plaza, bas had the 
partitions torn out of the second 
story and the eautire floor made into 
one room, which is 26x56 feet. The 
ceiling 1s arched and the rvof 
has been raised four feet. The Odd 
Fellows have leased the ent’ re floor 
for five years. Io the rear is being 
built a two-story additio | 20x25feet. 
The upper floor of it will be divided 
off into several aute-rooms and halls 
for use by the Odd Fellows. A 
stairway five feet wide will lead 
froin the side street to-this part of 
the building. 

Mr. Holesworth issuperintending 
the work of adding several addi- 
tions to the residence of A. MclIn- 
tosh, on the corner of Fourth and 
Chestnut streets.
